The Redskins championship rings were designed by Josten’s Inc. 
of Minneapolis/St. Paul. Jostens, the Nation’s largest, has produced 
their 11th Super Bow! champion ring. 

The Redskins ring includes 17 diamonds set in the shape of a 
football atop a yellow gold ring. The barrel-shaped top, featuring a 
garnet stone with a white gold inlay, has the words “Washington 
Redskins World Champions” in raised letters and the yeardate, 
“1982,” in incised lettering. 

One side of the ring features the player’s name and number, and the 
Redskins helmet, complete with team logo. The other side of the ring 
has the official Super Bowl XVII logo and team motto, “Hail to the 
Redskins.” Under the motto is the Lombardi Trophy on the left and 
the Capitol Dome on the right, with an Indian head superimposed 
over the building. The score of the game, “27-17,” is under the trophy. 

In addition, the Redskins had Jostens design a companion ring for the 
wives or girlfriends of the players.

EDWARD BENNETT WILLIAMS is the senior partner in the Washington law 
firm of Williams & Connolly. A native of Hartford, Connecticut, he received his A.B. 
(summa cum laude) from Holy Cross College in 1941. After serving in the USAAF 
during World War IT, he was graduated from Georgetown University Law School and 
was admitted to the Bar of the District of Columbia. 


In 1962, he was appointed to the Redskin Board of Dircctors by George Preston 
Marshall. He was named Exccutive Vice-President to Mr. Marshall in 1965 and 
President in 1966. He purchased the Baltimore Oriole baseball team November 1, 
1979 and serves as Chairman of the Board and President of the Orioles. 


Mr. Williams taught Criminal Law and Evidence at Georgetown Law School from 
1946 to 1958, was guest professor of American Criminal Law at the University of 
Frankfurt in West Germany in 1954, and in 1971 was visiting lecturer at Yale Law 
School where he taught Constitutional Litigation. He holds honorary degrees from 12 
universities. 


He was Chairman of the American Bar Association Special Committee on Crime 
Prevention and Control in 1970-72. In 1966 the Bar Association of the District of 
Columbia presented him with its “Lawyer of the Year” award. He is a Fellow of the 
American College of Trial Lawyers, and was a member of its Board of Regents from 
1968 through 1972. 


By appointment of the Chief Justice of the United States in March of 1965, he served 
on the United States Judicial Conference Advisory Committee on Federal Rules of 
Evidence until 1974, and from 1971 to 1974 on the Chief Justice’s Committee on 
Court Facilities and Design. Since 1971 he has served as Chairman of the Judicial 
Nominating Commission for the Sixth Judicial Circuit of Maryland. 


By appoinument of President Ford, Mr. Williams served on the President’s Foreign 
Intelligence Advisory Board in 1976 and 1977. He is presently serving on this Board 
by appointment of President Reagan. In 1977 President Carter appointed him as a 
consultant to the National Sccurity Agency. He is a past member of the President’s 
Lawyers Committee on Civil Rights. 


Mr. Williams served as Treasurer of the Democratic National Committee from 1974 
to 1977, has served as a general counsel of Georgetown University since 1949, and is 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees of Holy Cross College. 


He is the author of the best seller, One Man’s Freedom, 1962. 
He is the father of seven children and is married to the former Agnes Anne Neill, 


who is also a graduate of Georgetown University Law School. They live in Potomac, 
Maryland.

BOBBY BEATHARD, General Manager 


Super Bow] XVII, the fourth Super Bowl success for a team that Bobby Beath- 
ard has worked for, was one in which Beathard could have claimed some credit 
for putting both teams there. While serving as Director of Player Personnel for 
the Dolphins from 1972-1978, Beathard drafted several of Miami’s current top 
players. But that’s nothing compared to the job he has done since becoming 
Redskin General Manager in '78. No less than 31 of the 53 Redskins who played 
a part in last year’s success story came on the Washington scene in the last two 
seasons, 12 through the draft, 16 as free agents, and three in trades. Never 
perhaps has a World Champion been built so fast. Of Beathard’s 40 draft selec- 
tions in the past four seasons, 19 are current Redskins. And that includes only 
two first round picks, two seconds, and two thirds. Only Joe Theismann, John 
Riggins, and George Starke on offense, and Dave Butz and Mark Murphy on 
defense, are starters that Beathard was not responsible in obtaining. 

A 20-year veteran of professional football, Beathard set the trend for his 
Redskin success in 1978 when drafting with the fewest picks in NFL history, 
and no picks in the first five rounds, he chose a Pro Bowl player (Tony Green) in 
round six and a starting middle linebacker (Don Hover) in round eight. Similar- 
ly, in 1982, without a first round pick, Beathard selected starting comerback 
Vernon Dean in the second round, and Dean went on to become Football Digest 
Defensive Rookie of the Year, and runner-up in the Associated Press voting. 
Beathard found three-time Pro-Bowler Mike Nelms playing in Canada and 
signed him in 1980. His awareness for talent brought to the Redskins as unher- 
alded free agents key performers like starters Joe Jacoby, Neal Olkewicz, Mel 
Kaufman, Jeff Bostic, Rick Walker, Alvin Garrett, and Jeff Hayes from a list of 21 
over the past four years who were on the Super Bowl team. Another Beathard 
coup was the drafting of Pro Bowl receiver Charlie Brown in the eighth round of 
the 1981 draft from little-known South Carolina State. Among Beathard’s finer 
trades are a 1979 deal for Pro Bowler Tony Peters, an ‘80 swap for Jeris White, an 
’81 deal for Joe Washington, and last year’s swap for Tony McGee who became a 
cornerstone in one of the NFL’s best pass defenses. 

Anative of El-Segundo, California, Beathard quarterbacked Cal Poly-San Luis 
Obispo to 9-1 records in 1957-58, rooming with John Madden. He signed with 
the Redskins in 1959, but did not make the club. He also tried out with Minne- 
sota and later played five games with San Diego in 1960. The Kansas City Chiefs 
hired Beathard in 1963 as a part-time scout and he stayed with them until 1966, 
when he moved to the AFL front office headquarters, working with Al Davis. 
Kansas City hired him full-time after three months at the League Office and he 
then moved on to the Atlanta Falcons in 1968 as a personnel scout. In 1972, 
Miami named him Director of Player Personnel. At Miami, he displayed his 
talent in selecting players in the draft and signing key free agents. On February 
24, 1978, he was named Redskins General Manager. 

Born January 24, 1937, Beathard is an avid runner. He has run the last four 
roa Marathons, plus several other road races, and usually runs 10-15 miles 

aily. 

Beathard and his wife, Christine, reside in Oakton, Virginia. He has four 
children: Kurt, 20; Jeff, 19; Casey, 17; and Jamie, 15. 
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HEAD COACH 


Joe Gibbs’ first Washington Redskin team showed the determination to over- 
come an 0-5 start and finish the 1981 season 8-8, showed the depth to win 
despite numerous injuries, and showed the class to successfully tackle one of 
the NFL’s toughest schedules. 

Joe Gibbs’ second Redskin team showed all that and more. 

Gibbs tore the sophomore jinx theory to shreds by coaching the Redskins to a 
Super Bow] XVII victory over the Miami Dolphins, 27-17, in the Rose Bow! in 
Pasadena, California. He did it by constructing a unique one-back, two-tight 
end offense which averaged over 2 points in the regular season and over 27 in 
the playoffs. Combined with a defense that led the NFL in fewest points al- 
lowed (128) in the regular season and limited six of the last seven opponents to 
under 100 yards rushing, the Redskins were able to achieve their first world title 
in 40 years and the NFL’s fifth-best record (12-1) in the last 50 years. 

Gibbs two-year mark is-now an outstanding 16-9 in regular season and 4-0 in 
playoff games. The 42-year old coach has already seen one of his assistants, Dan 
Henning, leave to take a head coaching assignment in Atlanta. Since the 0-5 
start, the Redskins have won 20 of 24, the best such streak in the NFL. The team 
currently has an eight-game winning streak and has won 15 of last 16. Washing- 
ton’s seven-game road win streak equals a club record. Incredibly, Gibbs’ Red- 
skins accomplished this while beginning the season with five opponents who 
competed in the 1981 playoffs, and six out of nine for the entire season. 

Gibbs received the 1982 Coach of the Year Award from almost every organi- 
zation which gave one out. This included the Associated Press, Pro Football 
Weekly, Sporting News, Football News, Football Digest, United Press Interna- 
tional (NFC only}, and the Pro Football Writers Association of America (NFC 
only). He was also honored with the Golden Helmet Award by the Seattle 
Times and Seahawks, and a Timmie Award from the Washington Touchdown 
Club. He received a congratulatory phone call from President Reagan following 
the Super Bowl, and then met the President when the Redskins returned to 
Washington. 


* * * * * 


Under Don Coryell, Gibbs played tight end, linebacker, and guard at San 
Diego State on teams that were 22-6-1. In 1964, Gibbs served as a graduate 
assistant coach (offensive line) under Coryell, winning 27 of 31 games and 
completing a perfect 11-0 season in 1966. Florida State’s Bill Peterson selected 
Gibbs as his offensive coordinator in 1967 and the Seminoles compiled a 15-4-2 
with a pass oriented team that set receiving records that still stand during those 
two seasons. Coach John McKay brought Gibbs to his Southern California staff 
in 1969 to serve as offensive line coach and the Trojans were 15-4-1 in his two 
years there. The year 1971 saw Arkansas’ Frank Broyles offer Gibbs his next job 
and the Razorbacks posted a 14-8-1 mark with QB Joe Ferguson as the star pupil. 

The NFL and Don Coryell welcomed Gibbs to the St. Louis Cardinals in 1973 
as offensive backfield coach. From ‘73-77, the Cardinals were 42-27-1 with two 
NFC East titles. The NFC’s number one offense featured Jim Hart, Terry Met- 
calf, Mel Gray and Jim Otis. In 1978, Gibbs became the offensive coordinator for 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers under friend John McKay. Coach Coryell called 


again in 1979 and Gibbs became the Chargers’ offensive coordinator. In two 
seasons there, he helped them to two AFC West titles, setting offensive records 
en route. 

Born in Mocksville, NC, on November 25, 1940, Gibbs moved to the west 
coast as a child and graduated from Sante Fe Spring High. He attended Cerritos 
(CA) Junior College and then transferred to San Diego State. 

Gibbs and his wife, Patricia Escobar, have two sons, Jason Dean, 14; and Coy 
Randle, 10; and reside in Vienna, Virginia. 

A racquetball enthusiast, Gibbs was a 1976 national champion (35-over) and 
ranked second in 1977. He is also active in church and youth programs and 
enjoys precious time with his family.

In all, 
Charlie had eight touchdowns in the regular season, and two more in the playoffs, 
including the game-clinching one in the Super Bowl. For any NFL player, Charlie’s 
season was a great one. But for a first-year player from a small college, it was astonish- 
ing. Astonishing was his 21.6 yard average per catch (the NFL’s best for anyone over 
20 catches), his 690 yards receiving (third in the NFC), his cight TD’s (best in NFC 
and 2nd in NFL), his 17 playoff catches, and his hands of glue.

And before you could say “Smurfs” or “Fun Bunch” (he was a member of 
both), the name became playoff hero Alvin Garrett. After catching one regular season 
pass, Alvin caught 15 in the four playoff games (second best to Charlie Brown’s 17), 
accumulating a team-best 244 yards, including five touchdowns (three against De- 
troit), and a touchdown pass and 44-yard run in the Super Bowl.

final regular season game. The injury occurred as Art almost made what would have 
been a spectacular grab, lunging for a ball thrown just beyond his grasp. At this point in 
Art’s career, not much else seems beyond his grasp. H¢ is already the Redskins’ eighth- 
leading all-time receiver with 149 catches. Having never missed a regular season game 
(41 straight), Art finished 1982 with 447 receiving yards, 12th in the NFC. He had 
one touchdown to give him nine in his career. Art also ran seven times in 1982 for 21 
yards with a long mun of 14. His long catch of the season was for 43 yards in the second 
Philadelphia contest, and Art has now caught at least one pass in 38 of his 41 pro 
games. Art had his best day as a pro in °82, catching cight passes for 134 yards in the 
season opener in Philadelphia.

Pro Career: In 1980, as the Redskins’ first number one draft choice since 1968, Art 
was a unanimous all-NFL rookie selection, as he broke a club rookie receiving record 
set back in 1964 by foorball’s all-time leading receiver Charley Taylor. Art finished with 
58 catches (10th NFC) and had six games with five or more catches. His first NFL 
game (vs Dallas on Monday night) resulted in five catches for 55 yards, while his first 
NEL start was six catches for 85 yards vs St. Louis.

College, Personal: At Syracuse, Art set receiving records with 102 catches for 1,644 
yards, while rushing for 1,140 yards (4.5 average) and returning kicks for 1,105 yards 
for 3,889 total yards. His top receiving game was 14 catches for 188 yards and his top 
rushing game was 134 yards. He never missed a practice or game because of injury in 
his four years as an Orangeman. Art was a national interscholastic champion in the 
330-yard intermediate hurdles in 1976. Art and his wife, Desiree, recently welcomed a 
new addition to the family, James Arthur Monk, Jr. born March 20. Art spent Super 
Bowl week doing broadcasts for WRC-TV (Channel 4) from California. In the offsea- 
son, Art arranged and coached a schedule of basketball games for che Redskins.

1982 Season: Where does one begin in discussing the best season an NFL kicker has 
ever enjoyed. How about the beginning? Veterans Stadium, Philadelphia. Season 
opener, Time running out. Redskins down by three. Moseley boots a 48-yarder to tie. 
In overtime he kicks a 26-yarder to win. But it was only the beginning. Mark would 
connect on his first 20 field goals of the 1982 season, which put with the three he made 
at the end of 1981, gave hima new NEL record (23) for consecutive field goals. He led 
the NFL in field goals made for a fourth time and NFC kick scoring for a third time. 
His only 1982 miss was a 40-yarder, but he made three from 45 yards or more during 
THE STREAK. The record-setter could not have been more dramatic, coming at RFK 
Stadium against the Giants with the Redskins down 14-12. With snow falling and the 
clock almost expired, Moseley set up at the 42-yard line and proceeded to kick the ball 
through the uprights. In the Super Bowl, Mark was 2-2, booting a 20-yarder and a 31- 
yarder to help the Redskins to their world title. The 11-year veteran was 4-8 in the 
playoffs and 14-14 on extra points. His four field goal game against St. Louis this 
season was the third of his career. His 20-21 accuracy for this season not only made 
Moseley a Pro Bowler for the second time, but the 95.2% was the best field goal mark 
ever in the NFL, surpassing Jan Stencrud’s 91.7%. 

Awards: Moseley was selected by the Associated Press and Sporting News as the 
NFL Player of the Year, by the United Press International as NFC Player of the Year, 
and all-NFL by AP, Pro Football Weekly, and Football Digest. In addition, he 
received the Pro Football Weekly Golden Toe Trophy for the second time, and the 
prestigious Gino Cappelletti Unsung Hero Award which sits in the Hall of Fame. 
Mark was also on the NFC winning Pro Bowl team and a member of the Redskins 
winning Super Team.

Pro Career Totals: Mark’s 943 career points rank him 13th on the all-time list, 12 
points behind Lou Michaels in 12th place. He has booted 209 career field goals, 10th 
all-time, one shy of Garo Yepremian. Mark has also kicked 316 extra points plus 14 
field goals with under four minutes to go in a game and the outcome hinging on his 
kick. Included in that are his NFL-record four overtime field goals of 29, 45, 48, and 
26. 
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Pro Career: A 14th round 1970 draft choice of the Philadelphia Eagles, Mark scored 
67 points as a rookie. The next year he was cut in training camp and signed by the 
Houston Oilers. He scored 73 points for them, but suffered an injury his second year 
there after scoring five points and was later released. In 1974, Mark beat out incumbent 
Redskin Curt Knight and 9th round draft pick Mike Flater for the roster spot. Since 
then, he has gone on to set all Redskin career kicking records. Over the past seven years, 
Mark has a 90 percent extra point average (190-212). 


In 1981, Mark led the Redskins in scoring (95 points) for an eighth straight season 
as he provided the Redskins with two last minute victories. In week 10 vs Detroit, he 
booted a 44-yard field goal with just 43 seconds left for a 33-31 Redskin win. The next 
week, against New York at Giants Stadium, Mark had a chance with five scconds to 
play to kick a 49-yard field goal to tie the game. In the wind, rain and cold, Mark was 
successful in sending the game into sudden death. A few minutes later, Mark lined up 
in almost the same spot to make a 48-yard field goal to win the game for Washington. 
He booted 19 field goals and 38 extra points, while hitting 14-17 field goals from 39 
yards and in. 


Mark has led the NEL in field goals four times (1976, 1977, 1979 and 1982) and the 
NFC in kick scoring three times (1976, 1979 and 1982), while being selected for the 
Pro Bowl in 1979 and 1982. He has kicked 10 field goals of 50 or more yards and 68 
from 40 yards and out. He tied a club record with five field goals in a game (vs New 
Orleans in 1980) and had two of 50 yards or more in that game to match a feat 
accomplished only three times in NFL history. He has had three games with four field 
goals and 19 games with three field goals in his carcer. Onc of only two conventional 
Kickers (Vikings’ Rick Danmeier is the other), Mark holds the Redskins record for 
longest field goal (54 yards). He has played in the last 115 games, the third longest 
streak on the team. 


College, Personal: After transferring from Texas A&M, where he had played quarter- 
back, Mark set Lone Star Conference records for ficld goals (season) and most points 
(game). His distance on kickoffs meant 30 of his 56 kicks were not returned. Mark’s 
number 10 jersey was just recently retired by Stephen F. Austin. The only other jersey 
ever retired there was that of Bum Phillips. Off the ficld, Moseley has been honored by 
both his local Virginia county and home-town Texas county for his extra efforts. 


Mark serves on the National Task Force to help victims of crime. Senator Kennedy 
asked him to testify before a Congressional hearing. Mark also heads a group appoint- 
ed by Virginia Gov. Robb to deal with drunk driving. To that problem, Mark works 
with mothers, students, and football players against drunk driving (MADD, SADD, 
FADD). He is on the Board of Directors for the Ronald McDonald House, Vice 
President for the No Greater Love Christmas party, and has volunteered time for 
United Way, Special Olympics, Leukemia Fund, Heart Assn., and Shock Trauma 
Assn. Mark is the team leader for the Fellowship of Christian Athletes and appeared 
with the Billy Graham Crusade. 


Mark does a daily radio show during the season, while also entrepreneuring with his 
western wear store, travel agency, and serving on the advisory board of a bank. Mark 
was one of the busiest Redskins in the 1982 offseason, filling several speaking and 
charitable engagements, ranging from visiting inmatcs to grand marshaling parades. 
Mark and his wife, Sharon Allison, have three children: Megan Allison, 6; Lindsay, 5; 

68 and Mark DeWayne, Jr., 3; and reside in Haymarket, VA.

Pro Career: The Redskins made Mark their first free agent signing at the end of the 
1977 draft. He and Clarence Harmon were the only two rookies to make George 
Allen’s roster that year. Those two teamed for a touchdown as rookies vs the Cowboys 
in Texas Stadium when Murphy blocked a punt on the one-yard line and Harmon 
scored on the next play. He played on the special teams for two seasons (one fourth- 
down pass reception for 13 yards) and as a nickel back on defense before replacing Jake 
Scott as the Redskins starting free safety. In his first year as a starter, Mark led the team 
with 152 tackles and intercepted three passes. In 1980, he upped his team-high tackles 
to 186 (60 more than the runner-up) and intercepted six passes (tied for third in the 
NEC) as he anchored the NFL’s top passing defense. In 1981, Mark again increased his 
tackles, this time achieving a team-high 197, in addition to picking off seven passes 
(sixth in the NFC and seventh in the NFL) and recovering three fumbles. He had a 
streak of cight consecutive games with an opponent's turnover. In four years as a 
starter, Mark has made 635 tackles (over 11 per game), intercepted 18 passes and 
recovered six fumbles. 
College, Personal: Mark is the Redskins’ player representative to the NFLPA and one 
of the most popular and asked-for speakers on the team (especially on St. Patrick’s 
Day).

1982 Season: The Pro Bowl welcomed Mike for a third straight year in ’82 after he 
averaged 24.2 yards on kickoff returns (second in the NFC) and 7.9 yards on punt 
returns. But more importantly, Mike always rose to the occasion, like the record 76- 
yard kickoff return he had against Dallas in the NFC Championship game. Over the 
four post-season games, Mike averaged 11.3 on punts and 25.7 on kickoffs. Included 
in that is also a 39-yard punt return vs Detroit. During the regular season, Mike clicked 
on returns of 58 (kickoff) against the Eagles, 44 (kickoff) vs the Giants, and 28 (punt) 
against the Eagles. Mike set an all-time Redskins record in 1982 for career punt return 
yardage with 1,231, passing Eddic Brown who had 1,150. Mike’s 125 career punt 
returns are also a Redskin record.

Pro Career: A seventh round 1977 draft pick of the Buffalo Bills, Mike was released in 
training camp and signed by the Hamilton Tiger-Cats of the CFL. A broken toc 


sidelined him and he was later released by Hamilton and signed by the Ottawa Rough- 
riders. In 1979 for Ottawa, Mike led the CEL in punt returns (1,155 yards and a 10.9 
average) and his conference in pass interceptions (10 for 124 yards) as he carned all-star 
honors. The Redskins signed him in 1980 and he was sclected for the Pro Bowl his 
inaugural year. He had 12 kick returns over 25 yards and 21 punt returns over 10 yards, 
with a 64-yard punt return vs Atlanta and a 51-yard kickoff return that same game. In 
1981, Mike topped the NFL with a 29.7 yard kickoff average and finished fourth in the 
NFC in punt returns with a 10.9 average. His 1,591 combined return yards (a Redskin 
club record) ranked third best in NFL history. His 1,099 yards on kickoff returns and 
29.7 average were club records, and his two touchdowns on punt returns tied a club 
record, His touchdowns were 75 and 58 yards, and he also had kickoff returns of 84 
and 65 yards. Mike intercepted a pass and made 17 tackles playing in the “nickel” 
defense that’ season. 

College, Personal: Mike transferred to Baylor from Sam Houston State University 
and tied a school record in 1975 with three interceptions in one game. He had six 
interceptions for 107 yards in his two years as a starter. Mike high-jumped 6'7” for the 
track team. He studied Radio and Television Communications at Baylor. Mike was 
born in Ft. Worth and graduated from O.D. Wyatt High. His older brother, Alfred, 
played football at Oklahoma State. Mike starred in the Super Teams competition in the 
offseason, blazing the obstacle course like it had never been blazed before. Specifically, 
he cleared the (very) high wall without using the rope, and then hurdled the high bar 
which one is suppose to roll or flop over. One of the most popular Redskins on the 
speaking circuit, Mike resides in Herndon, VA, with his wife Michele, and their first 
child, Jennifer Ryann, born June 25.

As the season 

progressed, however, Tom never saw any action as Theismann remained healthy. 

Pro Career: A 13th-round draft choice of San Francisco in 1974, Tom emerged as the 

49ers top quarterback in the second half of that season, leading the club to wins in four 
66 ofits last five games. In all, he started seven games as a rookic, throwing for 1,327 yards

1982 Season: For his playoff heroics, he is Mr. January; for his bruising style, he is the 
Diesel, but for 1982 Redskin opponents, John Riggins simply spelled trouble. The 
numbers, 38 carries and 166 yards, were never achieved in a Super Bowl until Riggins 
got to Pasadena. Only his 185 yards two weeks before against the Vikings was a higher 
Redskin post-season game total. And the 38 carries was a Redskin single-game mark. 
After gaining 553 yards rushing in eight games this season, “Riggo” heated up in the 
playoffs to gain 610 yards in four games. His 43-yard Super Bowl touchdown jaunt 
was the longest touchdown run in Super Bowl history, and gave Redskins a lead they 
would never yield. The “Riggo Drill” in the fourth quarter of the four playoff games 
netted 253 yards to protect the Redskin leads. It produced 228 of his 553 regular 
season yards. J.R. averaged 4.5 yards per carry for his 136 playoff carries. The “ground 
hog” of the Redskins, Riggins became the first back in NFL history to have four 
consecutive 100-yard playoff games with his efforts this season. And no back had ever 
rushed for 100 yards in three straight postseason contests. For the playoffs, he was 
43.4% of Redskin total offense, and involved in 51.3% of plays. He remarkably only 
fumbled twice on season in 324 times handling the ball. His best regular season game 
was against Tampa Bay where John ran for 136 yards; he has exceeded the 100-yard 
mark 22 times in his 11-year career. In eight of 12 games he lugged the ball over 25 
times. John led the Redskins in rushing touchdowns with three, leaving him only two 
shy of Larry Brown’s Redskin record of 35. Riggins’ 1,163 rushing yards for the 
regular season and playoffs was the fourth time he had exceeded the 1,000-yard mark, 
and by ten yards, his highest total to date. 


Riggins was selected by Sport Magazine as the Most Valuable Player in the Super 
Bowl. He was also presented with a Timmie Award from the Washington Touchdown 
Club for his play last season.

Pro Career Totals: Riggins moved into seventh place this season on the NFL all-time 
rushing list with 8,089 yards, passing Larry Csonka. He now trails Jim Taylor by 508 
yards for sixth place overall.

Pro Career: John was a first round 1971 draft choice (sixth overall) of the New York 
Jets and led them in both rushing and receiving as a rookie. He played five seasons for 
the Jets before playing out his contract option and becoming a free agent. He rushed 
for 3,880 yards, had 10 100-yard games, and scored 31 touchdowns for the Jets. In 
1977 with the Redskins, John suffered a knee injury in week five and was placed on 
injured reserve. He carned the NEA Comeback Player of the Year Award in 1978 with 
a 1,000-yard season. John was selected for the Pro Bowl following the 1975 season. 
His top rushing game as a Redskin in the regular season was a 151-yard output in the 
1979 season finale at Dallas, in which he broke a 66-yard touchdown run in the fourth 
quarter. 

In 1981, John gained 714 yards rushing after coming back from a year layoff. He 
had a 126-yard effort in the win over Chicago, while scoring two touchdowns. He tied 
his personal best with a three-touchdown game vs St. Louis and also scored two 
touchdowns against the Colts and Rams. John tied for first in the NFC with 13 
touchdowns rushing, which ranked third in the NFL in total touchdowns. 
College, Personal: At Kansas, John broke all of Gale Sayers’ records with 2,706 career 
yards and 1,131 as a senior. He was all-American as a senior and a three-time all-Big 
Eight choice. John never missed a game or practice at Kansas. He was a two-time State 
100-yard dash champ with a 9.8 clocking in high school. In the offseason, John 
returned to his farm in Kansas, while finding time to appear at the Gridiron Club 
Dinner in Washington and the Larry King television show. Originally denied entrance 
to the Hogs, Riggins earned his way in and helped make the group famous. The move 
paid off for the Hogs when Riggins presented them all with a high-powered Weath- 
erby Rifle at an offseason Hog dinner. The gun is designed for elephant and rhino 
hunting in Africa. John and his wife, Mary Louise Kraft, have three children: Robert 
Krafton, 9; Portia, 3; and newly-born Emil, and reside in Lawrence, KS.

1982 Season: Virgil’s per catch average of 25.7 (six catches for 54 yards) gave him the 
second-highest average in the NFL in °82 for players who caught more than five passes. 
His best game this season was against the Giants (in Giants Stadium) where he caught 
two passes for 71 yards, including a key grab in the final quarter which stopped the 
Giants from getting the ball back and being in position to tie the score. An original 
“Smurf” and “Fun Buncher,” Virgil was limited by a thigh injury in the late-scason and 
the early playoff games.

1982 Season: As the senior member of the Redskins, George earned the nickname 
“Head Hog” last season for his leadership on the offensive line. He has anchored the 
quartet of newcomers who arrived two years ago (Grimm, May, Jacoby, and Bostic) to 
now form one of the top offensive lines in football. A team captain, George helped 
plow the way for the Redskins 276 yards rushing in the Super Bowl on a season-high 
52 carries. He did not miss a game in °82, giving him a lifetime record of 131 games 
played and only 12 missed (discounting 1972 when he was on the taxi squad). The 
Hogs were mainly responsible for the Redskins’ fourth-down conversion ratio for 
1982 of 5-7; opponents were 1-10. Included in that is Riggins’ Super Bowl-winning 
run.

Pro Career: In 1971, the Redskins made George their 11th round draft choice (272nd 
player), but traded him to Kansas City on July 24 fora draft choice. The Chiefs released 
him that summer and he signed with the Dallas Cowboys in the 1972 offseason. He 
was claimed by the Redskins when Dallas released him August 2, 1972, and George 
spent that Redskin Super Bowl season on the taxi squad. (He is the only Redskin to 
have spanned both Super Bowl appearances.) In 1973, he saw his first action and by 
1974 he was a starter at right tackle, He had a 65-consecutive games played in streak 
snapped in 1978 with a knee injury on an extra point play that came when the club was 
7-2 and went on to finish 8-8 without his services. He also has six career fumble 
recoveries to his credit. In 1981, George and his offensive linemates helped the Red- 
skins set a new club total offense mark, while allowing the fewest sacks since 1976. He 
showed his durability that season by missing a mere two games when breaking two 
bones in his hand. 

College, Personal: At Columbia, George played tight end and defensive end, catching 
35 passes for 478 yards. He was also the starting center on the school’s 20-4 and 20-5 
basketball teams with former pro Jim McMillian and Rhodes Scholar Heyward Dotson 
that were ranked as high as fourth in the nation. A liberal arts (film production) major, 
he is president of Starke-Reid Televideo (a production company) and George Starke 
Communications (a distribution company). He has done a film on the Boston Mara- 
thon featuring a wheel chair participant. George also enjoys traveling and has visited 
China with an Athletes Friendship Tour. The son of a high school principal, George is 
a bachelor and resides in Washington, DC.

1982 Season: Joe was the number one rated quarterback in the NFC this season, 


earning him a berth as Pro Bow! starter. The nine-year NFL veteran completed 64% of 


his regular season passes and 68% in the playoffs. Fulfilling his life-long dream, 
Theismann led the Redskins to their Super Bowl triumph, completing 15 of 23 passes 
for 143 yards and two touchdowns, including game-clincher to Charlie Brown in final 
two minutes. He has connected on over 60% of his aerials in 20 of last 23 contests 
(team is 19-4 in that span), and had earlier interceptionless streak of 96. Joe threw only 
three interceptions in last 26 quarters of play. His consecutive game streak reached 120 
last season, the second-longest on the squad. Joe’s top yardage game of 1982 was 382 
(his seventh 300-yard game) in opener against Eagles. His 63.9% pass completion rate 
made him the most accurate Redskin passer ever for one season and over 200 attempts. 
His nine interceptions represented a Redskin team low for a season (Joe Washington 
chipped in with one pass for that record). In the playoffs Theismann had a phenomenal 
110.8 rating, with eight touchdown passes. He tied a Super Bowl record with cight 
consecutive completions. But the play he is most remembered for this season was a 
defensive one, knocking down his own deflected pass from the hands of Dolphin end 
Kim Bokamper, who was steps from the end zone. In another unusual play, Joe threw a 
great block that sprung Joe Washington for a touchdown against the Giants. He also 
achieved fame this year as the holder for Mark Moseley’s record field goal streak. The 
Notre Dame grad has finished in the top five NEC quarterback ratings for four straight 
years now. 

Awards: Theismann was selected as the NFL’s Miller Man of the Year this season, a 
very prestigious award based on a player's off-the-field endeavors. He also received the 
Bert Bell Award from the Maxwell Club as the NFL’s top player. Theismann was 
named first team NFC by UPI, all-pro by Football Digest, and Player of the Year by 
Football Digest.

touchdowns, while running for 1,054 yards. He also punted three times for 182 yards 
and kicked one conversion. 

The Redskins obtained Joe’s NFL rights in 1974 from the Dolphins. His rookic 
Redskin season saw him hit 9-11 passes for 145 yards, return 15 punts for 157 yards 
(10.5 average), and rush three times for 12 yards and a touchdown. Joe’s first NFL 
touchdown pass was completed to Charley Taylor against the Chicago Bears in the 
1974 scason finale. 

Joe’s first NFL start came in Week Five of the 1976 campaign against the Kansas 
City Chiefs at RFK Stadium. He passed for 270 yards (20-37 and nwo touchdowns), 
ran for 38 yards (one touchdown) and led the club to 30 points and 438 yards offense. 
The Redskins, however, lost, 33-30 as the Chiefs executed a 63-yard flea-flicker play 
with 64 seconds remaining. : 

In 1978, Joe became the permanent starter when Jack Pardee took over as head 
coach. He has passed for over 2,000 yards in his five years as a starter and run for at least 
150 cach year, as well. In 1979, Joe was the second highest rated quarterback in the 
NEL in the final ratings (84.0) and earned second team NFC honors by UPI as well as 
team most valuable player honors. 

In 1981, Joe ranked in the top five NFC quarterback ratings in six categories: Yards 
(3rd), Completions (4th), Completion Percentage (2nd), Touchdowns (5th tic), Few- 
est Interceptions Percentage (4th tic), and Overall Rating (5th). He established a club 
record for pass completions (293) and was second all-time for season passing yards 
(3,568) and attempts (496). The starter for all 16 games, Joe has missed the starting 
whistle only three times in the past 73 games. Joc had three 300-yard passing games 
(personal best 388 vs St. Louis) and three more games over 250 yards. In 10 of the 16 
games, Joc completed over 60 percent of his passes and had a four-touchdown passing 
day vs the Cardinals. His 27 completions vs the Giants were a personal best and he had 
seven games with 20 or more completions. 


College, Personal: In leading the Fighting Irish to back-to-back Cotton Bowls, Joe 
was runner-up to Jim Plunkert in the Heisman Trophy balloting. He set numerous 
Notre Dame passing marks, still holding the season passing record. Joe was also an 
academic all-American and earned his degree in Sociology. Born in New Brunswick, 
NJ, Joe teamed with Cowboy receiver Drew Pearson at South River (NJ) High to carn 
numerous honors. Joc also was an outstanding baseball pitcher, receiving a pro offer 
from the Minnesota Twins. An excellent athlete, Joe has been a Virginia State Class 
racquetball champion, has gone to the World finals in TV’s “Superstars” competition, 
and is above average at golf, tennis, bowling, and billiards. 

Off the field, in 1981, Joe was the Redskins Man-of-the-Year, earning a $1,000 
college scholarship for an area youth. He was also selected to receive a humanitarian 
award by the Lions Club International. Joe is on the corporate board of Childrens 
Hospital (where his daughter underwent open-heart surgery), and has worked with 
the United Way, March of Dimes, American Heart Association, Cystic Fibrosis, 
Mental Health Association, Special Olympics, Boy Scouts, No Greater Love for MIA- 
POW and hostage children, and Fellowship of Christian Athletes. He has also just 
recently started a scholarship fund of $1,000 to South River High School. 

Theismann owns two restaurants in the DC area, is a morning disc jockey on WPGC 
Radio, has published several editions of a book (Quarterbacking), appeared in a movie 
(The Man with Bogart’s Face), appeared on “The Tonight Show” and prime-time show 
(BJ. and the Bear), filmed numerous commercials, spoke at national seminars, filmed 
another movie this past June, (Cannonball Run I] with Burt Reynolds) and hosted a 
new show for NBC, “Amcrica’s Heroes: The Athlete’s Chronicle.” His appearance 
calendar is almost always filled. Joe and his wife of 12 years, Cheryl Lynn Brown (who 


was the sports secretary at Notre Dame), have three children: Joey, 11; Amy, 9; and 
Patrick, 4. They reside in McLean, VA.

1982 Season: Joe finished as the Redskins second leading rusher and fourth-leading 
receiver in 82 despite playing sparingly because of injuries. After hurting a knee in a 
preseason contest in Buffalo, Joe underwent arthroscopic surgery and was activated 
following the players’ strike. He ran 44 times for 190 yards and caught 19 passes for 
134 yards on the season with two touchdowns, Once of those touchdowns came off a 
broken halfback option play against the Giants, when Joc could not find anyone open 
and scooted for the left corner of the end zone behind a great block thrown by Joe 
Theismann. Joe did complete his only pass attempt of the season for 35 yards against 
the Cowboys. In the playoffs, Joe ran four times for 22 yards and had three grabs for 33 
yards, all this despite having hurt the knee which was not operated on. His top games 
were 67 yards rushing in New Orleans and cight receptions for 78 yards vs St. Louis. 
Unfortunately, Joe was injured for the Super Bowl, but offseason operations on both 
knees seems to have put him back in good health.

Pro Career: The fourth player selected overall in the 1976 draft (San Diego), Joe 
missed his rookie season after undergoing knce surgery in the preseason. In 1977, Joe 
played in 13 games, gaining 461 combined yards for the Chargers. On August 23, 
1978, Joe was traded with a fifth pick to the Baltimore Colts for Lydell Mitchell. That 
1978 season saw Joe net 1,869 combined yards as he led the Colts in rushing (956 
yards), receiving (45 catches), and kickoff returns (26.2 average).

(229th player overall), but he was released on the final cutdown. In 1981, Otis began 
to display his knack for short-yardage blocking, allowing John Riggins to seta Redskin 
rushing touchdown record of 13. He returned six kickoffs for 124 yards, rushed three 
times for 11 yards, and caught a five-yard pass. He also finished second on the squad in 
special teams, with 91 total hits, excelling on the punt coverage unit.

Football Conference Defensive Player-of-the-Year. He holds the record for longest 
interception return for a TD in the school’s history (65 yards in °82) and was the 
Conference Player of the Week against Idaho State. ..An all-Southwest Conference 
performer, Joe Hines was the defensive player of the week for Texas Christian Univer- 
sity against the high-powered Pony Express of SMU. The 6-0, 225-pound Newark, NJ 
native attended Pasadena City College for two years before enrolling at TCU. . .Min- 
nesota’s Fred Orgas was hurt most of his senior season, but established some solid 
credentials in the years before. An academic all-Big Ten as junior, he played defensive 
end through his collegiate career, recording 46 tackles and 11 sacks in 1981. At 6-4, 
225, Fred was moved to linebacker by the Redskins.

Jeff Nyce was a legitimate all-ACC 
center until an injury shortened his 1982 North Carolina State season. At 6-2, 250, he 
benchpresses 375 pounds and squats over 500. . . An all-Big Sky defensive end in 1980 
and ’81, the 6-6, 250-pound Jay Hayes played four seasons at the University of Idaho. 
He spent time in the Detroit Lions camp last season before being waived... Keith 
Jones, a 6-5, 285-pound offensive tackle, played with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in the 
preseason last year. A 1981 all-East selection at West Virginia, he played in the Peach 
Bowl as a senior. . .A 6-5, 260-pound defensive tackle from Minnesota, Kevin Kellin 
had 26 solo tackles and 19 assists for the Gophers last season. He also tackled runners 
behind the line four times for losses totalling 14 yards, and had two quarterback sacks 
for eight yards.

RECEIVERS—A Sccond-Team Division II all-American at California State- 
Hayward, Ray Arnold was voted the Far West Conference Offensive Player of the 
Year in °82, the first receiver ever to win that award. A three-time Player-of-the-Week, 
the 6-0, 186 pounder played one game for the New England Patriots last season, 
making the roster as a free agent, catching two preseason passes for 18 yards...A 
Player of the Week against Kent State for Iowa State last season, Harold Brown sct a 
single-game rushing mark of 242 yards at Jolict Junior College. In his two-year JC 
career, the 6-2, 200 pounder rushed for 2,100 yards. From Kent, OH, his performance 
against Kent State was especially rewarding. ..A 6-1, 200-pound starter from Indiana, 
John Boyd played split end, flanker, and free safecy during his Hoosier career. As the 
second-leading receiver in yardage gained at Indiana in ’82, he caught 24 passes for 453 
yards, an 18.9 average, and scored three TD’s. He had caught only seven passes before 
last season... 


A Redskins preseason cut last year, Rodney Goosby played in 1981 for the Montreal 
Alouettes of the Canadian Football League. The 6-2, 185-pound receiver played 
collegiately at Washington State, West LA College, and the University of Nevada Las 
Vegas... Van Heflin spent prescason with the Cleveland Browns last summer. The 6- 
3, 240-pound tight end played his college ball at Vanderbilt where he started at 
quarterback. He was the SEC total offense leader in 1980, running 80 yards on one 
play, the school’s longest rush. In 1981, he was Player of the Week against Ole Miss. . . 


A veteran of two seasons with the Seattle Seahawks, (80-81), Mark McGrath caught 
four passes for 47 yards in 1981. He played in six games that season before breaking a 
hand. In 1980, he suffered a knee injury in training camp and spent the entire season on 
the injured reserve list. The 5-11, 175-pound Montana State product was a First-Team 
College Division all-America choice as a senior. ..A 6-2, 225-pound tight end from 
Albany State (GA), George Thompson was an all-Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference player last scason. He also played strong safety and fullback at Albany 
State. . .The starting quarterback of the Citadel last season, Gerald Toney also earned 
the MVP as starting guard on the basketball team. The 6-2, 220-pounder threw for 
739 yards and two TDs last season, and ran for 387 yards and six TD”s, including a 65- 
yard TD jaunt.

1, 220 pounds, played for the Richmond Bruins last season of the Mason-Dixon 
League. An all-star punter there, he hails from Hopewell High School in Virginia 
where he averaged 45.0 yards a punt. . . At 5-10, 175 pounds, John Borso was a soccer 
player who converted to place kicker for his senior season at Kutztown State (PA). He 
booted five of ten field goals last season, the longest being 38 yards. John, who has a 
brother enrolling in Kutztown this fall to play quarterback, was very impressive in a 
Redskin kicker workout held in May. ..A training camp cut of the Redskins in 1981, 
Steve Hoffman began the 1983 season as the regular punter for the Washington 
Federals. The 6-0, 185-pound punter played collegiately at Dickinson College, site of 
the Redskins training camp. He also played some quarterback there. ..A North Caroli- 
na graduate, Gene Muriaty has punted for the last two seasons for the New England 
Crusaders in a Semi Pro League. He did not play football as a Tar Heel. . . The regular 
place-kicker for Nebraska the last three seasons, Kevin Seibel finished his collegiate 
career as the Cornhuskers’ number four all-time scorer with 199 points. He kicked 154 
of 159 extra points, including record Nebraska streaks of 56 and 68. At 6-2, 220, he 
kicked 16-30 field goals for his carcer, 8-13 last year, with his longest career goal being 
52 yards. He was the number two scorer on the team last season with 82 points. On 
kickoffs, only 40 of his 90 were returned last season. He also has three brothers in 
various levels of football who are also kickers...Dave Smigelsky began the 1982 
season as the Baltimore Colts’ regular punter. The 5-11, 183 pound Virginia Tech grad 
was later dropped by the Colts and signed by the Atlanta Falcons as their regular 
punter, before being dropped there.

THE SUPER BOWL 


In 1970, the NFL was divided into ovo 13-team conferences, comprised of the 26 teams 
formerly competing in the National Football League and the American Football League. Each 
conference was further divided into three divisions, the winner of each conference to be determined 
by a playoff of the three division winners plus the second place team within the conference with the 
best record. The winner of the ovo conferences mect in the NFL title game—The Super Bowl. An 
additional wild card team from each conference was added in 1978. In 1982, a special 16-team 
Super Bow! Tournament determined the NFL Championship.

The Redskins win their first playoff game in ten years, defcat- 
ing Detroit 31-7. Alvin (Smurf) Garrett, replacing the in- 
jured Art Monk, catches three touchdown passes to sct the 
pace. 


The celebrated Hogs create enough holes in the Minnesota 
Viking defense for Ground Hog John Riggins to plow for a 
Redskin playoff record 185 yards leading Washington to a 
21-7 win and a spot in the NFC Championship. Before Icav- 
ing the game, Riggins gallantly bows to the 54,000-plus 
Redskin faithful who roar in approval. 


The Redskins avenge their only loss of the scason, setting 
back the Cowboys, 31-17, to reach their second Super Bowl, 
and first in ten years. The Fun Bunch, created by Rick Walk- 
cr, celebrates Charlie Brown’s touchdown with its patented 
end zone leaps. 


By drowning the Dolphins 27-17 in Super Bowl XVII, the 
Redskins earn their first world title in 40 years. Their win 
streak reaches cight, and 15 of 16 and 20 of 24 over two 
seasons. Jack Kent Cooke accepts the Super Bowl Trophy 
from Commissioner Pete Rozelle in the lockerroom as MVP 
Riggins boasts, “Ron may be President, but for tonight ’'m 
King.” Coach Gibbs receives a congratulatory phone call 
from President Reagan. The Redskins’ 12-1 record is the 
fifth-best NEL mark in the last 50 years, and their best ever.
